PAUL, July 11.—"God blesg the
girl who refupes to study algebra. a
study that has caused many girls
to lose their souls,” cried Dr. J. H.
Francis, superintendent of [Los
Angeles schools, as the National
Educationa] Asscciation rocked the
hall with applause.

Dr. Francis vigorously attacked the
present gchoo! system, denocunced the
Inefficiency of the average teacher,
and characterizsed as soul wreckers
“certain powerful Interests that are
blocking all formas of esducational
progresse.”

“Our public schools of today.” said
Dr. Francis, “are namby-pamby
places o which we go because it is
the custom. and some of us become
good citigens in spite of them.

“The purpose of education is to
make us scholarly enough so that
we MAY separate ourselves from the

‘evmmon herd.' Teachers who train
a child believe that he cannot be
respectable unjess he {8 a profes-
-ilonu man. are & menace to S0-
ciety.

“Schools are all wrong, because
they give the credit to the captalng
of things, not to the mtokers. When
the teaching force is allowad to make
its own judgment and stand on
thoge judgmenty we will have Aiffer-
ent bovs and girls

“We ars dragging out the souls of
our boys and girls teiling them to
learm so many pages a day of mat-
ter that means nothing te them in
practical 1ife. L

“Give our giris courses in cos-
tume designing, instead of mathe-
matics, and lifs and art and morality
and godiiness will mean more to
them. There is more art in one well-
selected and well-made garment than
In all the art galleries of Europe.”
